James  B,  Wyngaarden 


receives  a  North  Carolina  Award  lor  his  distinguished  research  and  clinical  practice 
in  the  field  of  Science.  Frederic  M.  Hanes  professor  and  chairman  of  the  department 
of  medicine  at  Duke  University,  he  is  best  known  for  his  research  on  biochemical 
control  mechanisms  and  his  applications  of  biochemistry  to  the  treatment  of  disease. 
He  is  an  authority  on  uric  acid  metabolism  and  published  a  definitive  paper  on  gout 
in  "The  Metabolic  Basis  of  Inherited  Disease",  which  he  coedited.  Recently  he  was 
chosen  to  coedit  the  fifteenth  edition  of  the  Textbook  of  Medicine.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  investigators  to  demonstrate,  in  the  1950s,  cooperative  feedback  inhibition 
of  allosteric  control  of  enzyme  activity,  a  study  which  has  had  a  major  impact  on 
subsequent  investigations  of  the  mechanisms  through  which  biochemical  control  is 
effected.  An  outstanding  clinician,  as  well  as  a  scholar  of  national  reputation,  Dr. 
Wyngaarden  provided  much  of  the  impetus  to  develop  both  Duke's  research  train- 
ing program  and  the  school's  present  curriculum,  with  its  emphasis  on  the  basic 
sciences.  In  effect  he  serves  as  a  model  for,  as  well  as  a  participant  in.  Duke's  "clinical 
scholar  program"  designed  to  educate  "effective  clinicians  also  capable  of  scholarly 
work  in  important  nonclinical  disciplines  related  to  medicine".  As  a  result  of  his 
outstanding  research  and  clinical  practice,  he  was  appointed  to  the  President's 
Science  Advisory  Committee  in  1972;  and  early  in  1974,  he  was  presented  with  the 
Modern  Medicine  Award  for  Distinguished  Achievement.  In  April  of  this  year,  he 
was  elected  to  membership  in  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences,  one  of  the  highest 
honors  an  American  scientist  can  receive.  In  adcution  to  being  honored  for  his 
research  and  clinical  practice,  he  continues  to  be  a  dedicated  teacher.  His  career 
was  described  in  the  Modern  Medicine  citation  as  displaying  a  "unique  combination 
of  intellectual  ability  and  creativity,  but  what  really  distinguishes  him  is  that 
personal  magnetism  that  attracts  young  people  and  brings  out  the  best  qualities  in 
them". 


Thad  G.  Stem,  Jr. 


receives  a  North  Carolina  Award  in  Literature  for  his  outstanding  achievements  in 
poetry  and  prose.  In  more  than  a  dozen  books,  this  native  of  Oxford  who  still  resides 
there  has  written  with  charm,  wit  and  understanding  of  North  Carolinians  and  the 
world  they  live  in.  A  strong  sense  of  place,  people,  and  time  marks  his  poetry,  as 
found  in  The  Jackknife  Horse  and  Joumeij  Proud,  while  his  prose  works  bear  the 
mark  of  the  poet  in  their  expressiveness  and  their  delightful  excursions  into  the 
realm  of  ideas,  sounds,  sights,  and  the  entire  human  condition.  One  of  his  latest 
books.  Entries  From  Oxford,  which  he  terms  "autobiographical  fiction",  is  a  work 
that  not  only  tells  his  story  but  also  that  of  his  fellow  Tar  Heels.  The  entire  body  of 
his  work— poems,  stories,  essays,  biographv,  and  history— justify  the  acclaim  he  has 
received  from  critics  across  the  land.  Noted  poet  William  Rose  Benet  wrote  of  Stem's 
"high  lyric  talent".  Editor  and  fellow  Tar  Heel  writer  Jonathan  Daniels  said  of  him: 
"In  his  poetry  and  prose  he  is,  by  turns,  cathedral  singer  and  carnival  barker,  nightin- 
gale and  chanticleer.  He  brings  to  his  work  an  aiuazing  knowledge  of  a  whole  starlit 
world"  Besides  his  writing.  Stem  has  contributed  to  the  literary  life  of  the  state 
through  service  as  chainuan  of  the  State  Library  Board  and  the  North  Carolina 
Writers  Conference.  He  is  currently  chairman  of  the  North  Carolina  Arts  Council. 
He  has  been  actively  involved  with  the  State's  Poetry-in-the-Schools  program.  He 
has  been  a  consultant  to  literary  magazines,  has  lectured  extensively,  and  has  been  a 
ready  advisor  to  young  writers.  He  has  received  the  Roanoke-Chowan  Award  for 
poetry.  His  individual  lx)oks  include  Picture  Poems,  Penmj  Whistles  and  Wild 
Plums,  Sfmr  Line,  The  Tar  Heel  Press,  The  Perennial  Almanac,  Light  and  Rest,  A 
Flagstone  Walk,  Journey  Proud,  and  The  Best  of  Senator  Sam  Ervin's  Stories.  In 
another  writing  pursuit  he  has  been  a  contributing  editorial  writer  and  book  reviewer 
for  The  RaleigJi  Neivs  and  Observer  and  he  writes  a  weekly  coluiun  for  several  North 
Carolina  newspapers. 


William  C.  Fields 


receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  for  Fine  Arts  as  a  practicing  painter  and  a  citizen 
actively  involved  in  many  aspects  of  the  cultural  life  of  his  community  and  North 
Carolina.  Bom  in  Fayetteville  September  27,  1917,  he  became  the  first  graduate  to 
receive  a  bachelor's  degree  in  fine  arts  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  in  1938.  In  the  next  three  years  he  was,  successively,  director  of  the 
Federal  Art  Project  Center  in  Sanford,  director  of  a  similar  center  and  the  North 
Carolina  Art  Society  Gallery  in  Raleigh,  and  assistant  state  director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Federal  Art  Project.  In  1942  he  resigned  to  accept  a  full  tuition  scholarship 
to  the  School  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  where  he  studied  with  Karl  Zerbe 
and  Oskar  Kakoschka.  Since  1944  he  has  painted  portraits  in  the  eastern  United 
States  and  Europe,  maintaining  a  studio  in  New  York  from  1945-62.  During  a  period 
fi-om  1950-52  in  Europe  he  painted  portraits  of  many  notables,  including  Pope  Pius 
XII;  Orlando,  the  World  War  I  prime  minister  of  Italy;  and  a  number  ofltalian 
princes  and  princesses.  He  has  done  portraits  of  opera  star  Eleanor  Steber  and  the 
financier  and  art  patron,  Robert  W.  Dowling.  His  North  Carolina  subjects  include 
Dr.  Hugh  T.  Lefler,  the  historian;  Dr.  Archibald  Henderson,  the  Shaw  biographer 
and  mathematician;  Inglis  Fletcher,  the  author;  Charles  A.  Cannon,  Jr.,  the  indus- 
trialist; and  Mrs.  Terry  Sanford,  wife  of  the  former  governor,  and  their  children, 
Betsy  and  Terry,  Jr.  His  portraits  are  in  many  public  and  private  collections,  includ- 
ing that  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art.  His  work  has  been  seen  in  many 
exhibitions.  Mr.  Fields'  longtime  involvement  with  cultural  affairs  finds  him  now 
the  vice-president  of  the  North  Carolina  Symphony  Society  and  the  Fayetteville 
Symphony,  and  trustee  of  the  Fayetteville  Museum  of  Art.  He  has  served  on  the 
Carolina  Charter  Tercentenary  Commission,  the  advisory  committee  to  the  North 
Carolina  Recreation  Commission,  the  North  Carolina  Arts  Council,  and  the  board 
of  the  North  Carolina  State  Ballet  Company. 


Ellen  Black  Winston 

receives  the  North  CaroHna  Award  for  PubHc  Service  for  her  distinguished  work  in 
the  field  of  social  welfare.  Appointment  in  1963  as  the  first  United  States  Commis- 
sioner of  Welfare  in  the  new  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  capped 
a  long  career  devoted  to  die  service  of  the  poor,  the  depressed,  and  the  forgotten 
through  social  welfare  programs.  She  has  achieved  international  as  well  as  national 
prominence,  having  been  a  member  of  the  International  Conferences  of  Social  Work 
in  1966  and  on  Social  Wel&re  in  1968  and  1970,  and  the  International  Symposium 
on  Social  Welfare  in  1971.  She  resigned  as  Commissioner  of  Welfare  in  1967  to 
devote  full  time  to  the  field  of  social  welfare  policy.  She  came  to  the  position  of 
Commissioner  of  Welfare  after  serving  as  North  Carolina  Commissioner  of  Public 
Welfare  for  almost  18  years.  Among  state  and  national  posts  she  has  held  are: 
president.  National  Conference  on  Social  Welfare,  196.5-66;  president,  American 
Public  Welfare  Association,  1957-59;  chaimiiui  of  the  North  Carolina  Governor's 
Coordinating  Committee  on  Aging,  1956-63;  and  chairmiui  of  the  Covernor's  Ad- 
visory Committee  for  the  1961  and  1971  White  House  Conferences  on  Aging  for 
Nortfi  Carolina.  She  has  been  an  officer  or  board  member  of  such  varied  groups  as 
the  National  Council  for  Homemaker-Home  Health  Aide  Services;  the  Planned 
Parenthood- World  Population;  the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ;  and  the 
State  Legislative  Council.  Author  of  many  articles,  her  books  include  the  co- 
authorship  of  Seven  Lean  Years,  a  study  of  rural  refief  problems;  The  Plantation 
South,  1934-37,  an  analysis  of  the  social  aspects  of  the  plantation  system;  and 
Foundations  of  American  Population  Policij,  a  studv  of  population  programs  fi-om 
social  and  economic  perspectives.  Dr.  Winston  headed  the  department  of  sociology 
and  economics  at  Meredith  College  from  1940-44  and  has  served  as  social  economist 
and  technical  editor  for  several  federal  agencies.  She  was  a  member  of  the  technical 
committee  on  long-range  work  and  relief  policies  for  the  National  Resources  Plan- 
ning Board  fi-om  1940-43.  Born  in  Bryson  City,  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Winston  was 
graduated  from  Converse  College  and  received  a  doctorate  in  sociology  fi-om  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1930.  She  was  married  to  Dr.  Sanford  Richard  Winston, 
head  of  the  sociology  department  at  North  Carolina  State  University,  for  many  years. 
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
